criminals 
ev ery d ay . 
Many 
of 
these stories d iscu ss the many 
d ifferent classes of crimes which 
the av erage p erson d oes not u n­ 
d erstand . While the terms felony 
and misd emeanor are familiar to 
most p eop le the d istinction in the 
meaning of these two terms is 
not alway s obv iou s. 
Crimes are broken d own into 
d ifferent classes based on the in­ 
tention with which the crime was 
committed , 
circu mstances 
su r­ 
rou nd ing the act, the natu re of 
the act itself and the p u nishment 
imp osed by law for the crime. 
Fo r ex a mple, the distinctio n 
between felo nies 
a nd misde­ 
mea no rs is ba sed o n the punish­ 
ment impo sed. In Illino is, mis­ 
demea no r is a crime tha t is no t 
punisha ble by impriso nment in 
a sta te priso n while a felo ny is 
punisha ble by dea th o r by im­ 
priso nment in a sta te priso n o r 
penitentia ry . 
In ad d ition, to these two classes 
of crime, crimes are also referred 
to as being mala in se, mala 
p rohibita, 
infamou s, 
high, 
and 
q u asi, among others. 
A crime mala in se is an act 
that is immoral or wrong in it­ 
self. One knows it is wrong from 
the v ery natu re of the act com­ 
mitted . Ex amp les of su ch crimes 
wou ld be bu rglary , larceny , rap e, 
mu rd er, or arson. To be gu ilty 
of su ch a crime, it mu st be 
shown that 
a p erson had an act 
u al intent to commit the crime. 
An act which is p rohibited by 
statu te, and is wrong only be­ 
cau se the law makes it so is 
called a crime mala p rohibita. To 
p rov e that su ch a crime has been 
committed it is only necessary 
for the p rosecu tion to show that 
the ov ert act was in fact com­ 
mitted . Intent to v iolate the law 
is generally immaterial in this 
class of crimes. 
Any Infa mo us crime Is o ne 
punisha ble by impriso nment in 
a sta te o r federa l penitentia ry . 
Ag a in in this ca se, cla ssifica tio n 
Is ba sed o n the punishment im­ 
po sed a nd no t the cha ra cter o f 
the crime. 
High crimes are more seriou s 
or 
aggrav ated 
misd emeanors 
those which are of su ch an im 
moral and u nlawfu l natu re as to 
be eq u al in gu ilt to a felony , bu t 
which are ex cep ted from that 
class becau se of some technical 
ity . 
Qu asi crimes are really not 
crimes at all bu t are more in 
the natu re of offenses against 
the p u blic which are d eserv ing 
of p u nishment by forfeitu re or 
p enalty . T hi s 
class 
inclu d es 
neglect or v iolation of a p u blic 
d u ty . 
Many of these classifications 
are inherited from the Common 
Law, and becau se of statu tory 
changes are not of great imp or 
ance tod ay . At Common Law the 
only acts which were consid ered 
to be criminal were crimes mala 
in se, becau se the Common Law 
p u nishes no act which is not 
wrong in itself.

He said that this is being ac­ 
comp lished with a civ il serv ice 
classification which d oes not re­ 
q u ire taking an ex am and which 
was established y ears ago for for­ 
mer p aiients, bu t nev er u sed u n­ 
til recently . 
“There is also at p resent a bill 
in the Legislatu re which wou ld 
p rov id e institu tions in the Dep art­ 
ment of Mental Health, su ch as 
DSS, to p ermit p atients to work 
for p ay . There is, howev er, no 
established p ay rate inclu d ed in 
the bill,” Ed elson continu ed . 
The 55 p atients now on the 
school’s p ay roll, Ed elson said , is 
“55 more than there were at last 
y ear’s op en hou se. If some of ou r 
p eop le (p atients) can make a con­ 
tribu tion here and be p rep ared to 
leav e the institu tion as ind ep end ­ 
ent p eop le in the commu nity , then 
they will become tax p ay ers in­ 
stead of tax receiv ers. Fu rther­ 
more, 
the 
greatest 
asp ect 
in 
p rogress is ev id enced by the fact 
that y ears ago, these p atients 
wnu ld hav e sp ent most of their 
liv es institu tionalized .”

Esp ecially 
when the DMH asks for increases 
in the bu d get for mental health.

Fo llo wing o n th e h eels o f a 10,000-to n Ru ssian 
sh ip, th e Cu ban m erch ant v essel Cerro Pelado left 
th e po rt o f Mariel fo r Hano i with trained gu errilla 
tro o ps, arm s and all needed equ ipment, su ppo rting 
fo u r mo bile missile u nits o perating with Cu ban 
crews in Vietnam. 
Th e Ru ssian missile u nits th ere are th e sam e 
as th o se th e So v iet maintains in Cu ba. Vietnam is 
serv ing as th e Cu ban crews’ training gro u nd. 
In a single mo nth 160 ex ecu tio ns to o k place at 
Castro 's La Cabana fo rtress in Hav ana. Befo re th e 
men and wo men are pu t to th e wall, abo u t sev en 
pints o f blo o d are ex tracted fro m each , ch iefly fo r 
sale to th e No rth Vietnam go v ernment at $50 a 
pint. Th e transactio ns go th ro u gh th e P.U.R.S., 
Cu ba’s Co mmu nist party . Tru cks bear th e bo dies 
to m ass grav es at Mariano , a Hav ana su bu rb. 
Dr. Migu el Angel Olba Benito , secretary gen­ 
eral o f th e Co mmittee fo r Hu mane Treatm ent fo r 


Po litical Priso ners, is pro testing th is o fficially to 
th e Organizatio n o f American States’ Co mmissio n o n 
Hu man Righ ts. 
Cu ban-based So v iet su bmarines h av e ch anged 
th e Caribbean into th eir lake. At day break recently 
o u r Nav y staged amph ibio u s drill “Operatio n Land- 
flex " (to p secret) o n remo te Viequ es Island, so u th 
o f Pu erto Rico . We fo u nd waiting th ere — waiting 
— electro nically equ ipped So v iet su bmarines th at 
mo nito red and ph o to graph ed th e secret drill co m­ 
pletely . 


Venezu elan President Rau l Leo ni repo rted th at 
th e So v iet h as increased its financing o f th e Castro 
su bsersiv e o rganizatio n, th e General Directo rate o f 
Intelligence (DGI), ex panding it to 43 training 
camps. Th ese su pply co mplete co u rses in sabo tage, 
po litical actio n, street demo nstratio n tech niqu es 
and u rban gu errilla meth o ds. 


President Leo ni also repo rted o n th e recent 
assassinatio n o f Ju lio Iribarren, th e bro th er o f 
Venezu elan Fo reign Minister Ignacio Iribarren and 
fo rmer Directo r o f So cial Secu rity . He o ffered th e 
repo rt o f Interio r Minister Reinalda Mo ra:

Bo liv ia’s President said famo u s Castro ite French 
Co mmu nist Ju les Regis Debray co mmands th e 
gu errillas in th e terro rized Yacu nday district. 


Co lo mbia President Carlo s Lleras Restrepo es­ 
timated at th o u sands th e nu mber o f Cu ba-backed 
infiltrato rs in th e u niv ersities, cu ltu ral centers, 
co mmu nicatio ns media, transpo rt facilities and labo r 
u nio ns. He’d been fo rced to declare m artial law 
and to arrest Red leader GUberto Viey ra. Co lo mbia 
po lice actu ally disco v ered clandestine arm s being 
made in Co lo mbia’s Ministry o f Pu blic Wo rks. 
Gu atemala Vice-President Clemente Marro qu in 
Ro ja’s message was “ Gu atemala co u ld be nex t to 
fall. We h av e been in a state o f siege fo r nine 
mo nth s, with no end in sigh t." 
Ou r pu blic h as no t been to ld th e fu ll tnith abo u t 
Cu ba fro m th e v ery beginning and th e Wash ingto n 
lid is still o n. No tice President Jo h nso n’s o missio n 
o f Cu ba in describing wh at h e was to ld at Pu nta 
del Este.

NEW YORK (AP) — Bingo 
cheaters beware! The city is set 
to hire housewives as spies and, 
if they spot skullduggery, your 
number will be up. 
License Commissioner Joel J. 
Tyler, announcing the plan Sun­ 
day, said the women would be 
undercover agents. 
“ I ’m going to send teams to 
particular games irueach of the 
boroughs,” he said. 
“ It isn’t 
that we suspect any widespread 
cheating, but some bingo fans 
become real experts in playing 
this game. So expert that they 
win all the time, and they win 
because they’ve learned how to 
cheat.” 
As for the female spy squad, 
Tyler 
commented, 
“ I’m 
not 
going to say publicly how many 
we’re going to hire.” 
The 
commissioner 
said 
the 
city realized $800,000 
in fees 
from bingo games last year and 
quoted a 
report saying New 
York State bingo buffs spent 
$30.8 million in 1964. 
The state gets a $12.50 fee and 
the city $10 for each “ occasion” 
at which the game is played. 
Bingo gam es are conducted by 
many 
religious 
organizations 
and clubs, with volunteers run­ 
ning the gam es. 
Tyler told of his bingo spy 
plans on the WHN radio pro­ 
gram “ New York Speaks Out.” 
Plans 
call 
for 
the 
women 
agents to work two nights a 
week. They'll be paid $20 a 
night to play bingo and observe. 
If they lose, they’ll be reim­ 
bursed. If they win, the extra 
cash goes to the city. 
The women will make no ar­ 
rests. They will report irregu­ 
larities to the License Depart­ 
ment. 
Department 
inspectors 


will take it from there. The 
women selected will receive one 
week’s training from the state 
Bingo Control Commission. 
Bingo is a form of lottery. 
Numbers are drawn and an­ 
nounced. Players may hold one 
or more cards and mark the 
numbers when they appear on 
their cards. A set of five num­ 
bers running horizontally, verti­ 
cally or diagonally wins.

Tyler 
said, was arrested last week. 
“ She 
pasted

paper 
squares with the winning num­ 
bers on her playing card.” the 
commissioner said. “ And just to 
make sure, she had confeder­ 
ates sitting on either side of her 
to verify her wins. 
“ We might never have caught 
up with her if she hadn’t forgot­ 
ten to take the card home with 
her one night. One of the game

pasted on it.” 
Tyler said there were many 
other ways of cheating at bingo, 
but “ I don’t want to go into de­ 
tail about it—I don’t want to 
give anybody ideas.”
